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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments that the prior art cited does 
not read on the current claims are not persuasive. First, Applicant claims that the Whelan reference does not "contact" an opposite wall 
of the femoral tunnel. The examiner disagrees, since the outer circumference of the head of the device contacts the walled surface as the 
device of Whelan extends through the femoral wall. Also, it appears that applicant's head of the device "extends through the femoral 
tunnel" similarly to the reference of Whelan (see notch/recess in the femoral wall of the femoral tunnel in which the head of the device is 
positioned) Secondly, Applicant claims that the Wolf reference does not read because it does not have "an abutment surface... adapted to 
urge said graft against said opposite wall", the examiner respectfully disagrees, since the reference does have an abutment surface (ref. 
#40), the definition of "abutment" being "meeting point", see Encarta® World English Dictionary, North American Edition . Here, the shank 
meets a tapered section, which then meets another shaft section of larger diameter. Furthermore, the graft loop meets the shaft and 
applies a pressure on this point. This "abutment surface" would be adapted to urge the graft due to the frictional force that would cause 
some degree of a dragging force on the graft loop as the tapered section is pushed along the guide wire (ref. #30) and slides under and 
past the graft loop. 

Therefore, the rejections as presented in the final rejection mailed 3/30/2006 are deemed proper. 



Moreover, as already indicated above in the "AMENDMENTS" Section of this action, Applicant has added 2 new claims without canceling 
a corresponding number of finally rejected claims. 
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
